He studled music at the Bos-
ton Conservatory at Teipslé’ ' From
1858 to 1869 he was assoclated with
Dr. 8. G. Howe, as resident superin-
‘tendent and musical director of the
Perkins Institution for the Blind in

FIGHT AGAINST PLAGUE

New. ‘Orleans Vigorously Prosecting
Measnres of Safety.

New Orleans, June 30—Following
& conference here tonight between Dr.
Ozcar Dowling, president of the State
Board of Health, a representative of
the Alabama board of health and the
city heéalth authoritles, the quaratine
of 49 squares of the city contiguous
to the Volunteers of America Home,
where two cases of Bubonic plague
was declared off.

This action wes taken on the ad-
vice of Dr. Rupert Blue, surgeon-gen-
eral of the United States public health
service, who. had wired thaj in his
opinion the situation did not warrant
full quarantine,

wW. W. Wilkinson, who developed
the disease Sunday, following the
death of Charles Lundene, was report-
ed as lmproving tonight and physi-
clans were hopeful of his recovery.

. Twenty-seven of the inmates of tis
industrail Home of the Volunteers of
America, where Wilkinson and Lun-
done were stopping when they were
stricken, are still at the ' {solation

camp where they will remaln unttl ull

J'danger of Infection has past.

‘t'ne four blocks of which the Volun-
teers of America Home I8 the radius,
were guarded today by 28 men In the
employ of the city health department,
only breadwinners being allowed to
go and come aa they pleased and these
were required to repurt for inspection.
All places of amusement In the area
were closed, but the business houses
were allowed to continue shipments
with the requirements that sll mer-
chardise be encased in rat proof box-
8. One merchant in the quarantine
zone voluntarily closed his place of
business through patriotic motives,
he said.

Washington, June 30—Dr. Rupeort
Blue, surgeon general of the public
health service, left tonight for New
Orleans to aid in the campalgn against
Bubonic plague there. Dr. Blue sald
that he would not recommend any
Federal action until he had conferred
with the New Orlenns health officers. .
